HOT CHICKEN TAM ALES 
1% cups enriched yellow 
cornmeal 
4 teaspoons flour 
2 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon chili powder 
1% cups cold water 
2 cups boiling water 
Chicken Filling, see below 
From a 12-inch long roll of 
regular-weight aluminum foil 
cut 18 six-inch squares. 
In a medium saucepan stir 
together the cornmeal, flour,

Director of nursing Betty 
Glazmer added, that the patient 
said she was a private patient 
but requested to go to Tehama 
General. She said it had never 
been determined whether the 
woman 
was 
on 
general 
assistance. 
Byrne decided to get to the 
bottom of the matter by placing 
a call to St. Elizabeth Hospital 
and asked if the woman had 
reported to the hospital that she 
was on assistance. 
It was discovered that the 
patient was in fact not on aid at 
the time of her admittance and 
her application for assistance 
had never been completed. 
With the immediate problem 
solved, the board decided to 
insure that it would not happen 
again. It was decided that when 
a welfare patient is admitted to 
any hospital in an emergency, 
the patient would be treated 
there. When the attending 
physician decided that the 
patient could be transferred to 
Tehama General, the welfare 
director would be notified and 
she in turn would notify Tehama 
General who would then accept 
the patient. 


The board also directed all 
hospitals in the county to notify 
the welfare director within 24 
hours after a welfare patient is 
admitted.

In another matter concerning 
the welfare department, Mrs. 
Marinoff told the board that she 
had received notice that the 
federal government was placing 
a ceiling on its share of welfare 
expenditures. The ceiling on 
federal funds for fiscal year 
1971-72 would be not to exceed 10 
per cent of administrative costs 
over last year

rather than in com shucks.

To our way of thinking, the foil- 
wrapped tamales retain every 
particle of flavor.

HOT CHICKEN TAMALES 
1% cups enriched yellow 
commeal 
4 teaspoons flour 
2 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon chili powder 
1% cups cold water 
2 cups boiling water 
Chicken Filling, see below 
From a 12-inch long roll of 
regular weight aluminum foil 
cut 18 six-inch squares. 
In a medium saucepan stir 
together the commeal, flour, 
salt, chili powder and cold 
water. Stir in boiling water 


Over tow heat, stirring con­ 
stantly, 
cook 
until 
just 
thickened Cover and. stirring 
occasionally, continue cooking 
until very thick — about It 
minutes. 
Place 1 heaping tablespoon off 
the commeal mush on each 
square of foil. With a table knife 
dipped in cold water, spread the 
mush to form 4-inch squares 
Spread a heaping tablespoon of 
Chicken Filling across center of 
each commeal square.

RECIPE NOTES 
If you are serving other 
maincourse dishes when you 
steam the tamales, you may not 
need all the recipe makes. In 
this case cool the remainder 
and, covered appropriately, 
refrigerate them up to a week or 
freeze them up to a month. 
Reheat over boiling water 
Work fast when you spread the 
commeal mush onto the foil 
squares; you might want to have 
a helper. 
When we originally made 
tamales, we steamed them for a 
couple of hours. Now we find 
that one hour does the job. 
In removing the tamales from 
the wrappers, start with the 
open end and gently peel the foil 
from one side, then roll tamales 
onto a plate removing the rest of 
the foil. 
For a Mexican-style supper, 
we’ve served the tamales with 
Spanish-style pink beans (they 
come canned) and chicken 
baked with broth, golden raisins 
and pimiento-stuffed olives. For 
a salad, tossed greens. For 
dessert, caramel flan.

Bail Out Lockheed 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — The Pen- 


tagon is trying to squeeze $200 
million from the American 
taxpayers to help bail Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation out of its 
disastrous C5A transport plane 
debacle. 


The money, buried in the 


fiscal 1971 budget, in an ant bed 
of figures, is intended to save a 
defense 
contractor 
from 


financial disaster. 


What makes the $200-million 


pill tough to swallow is that the 
disaster was brought on by 
Lockheed's goofs, and an at- 
tempted cover-up of a $2 billion 
overrun. 


Worst of all, there is talk that 


the $200 million is just the first of 
three installments that the 
taxpayer will be asked to pay for 
the monumental bungle. 


The Air Force and Lockheed 


are reaching into Uncle Sam's 
pockets because the banks won't 
bail out the company. Already, 
24 banks have refused Lockheed 
conventional loans. The com- 
pany, in any case, would have to 
pay the banks a ruinous 10 to 11 
per cent interest. 


Lockheed tried to justify the 


hush-hush $200 million "con- 
tingency fund" by pointing to its 
$655 million in claims against 
the Defense Department — 
claims disputed by the Pen- 
tagon. 


The Pentagon, in turn, wants 


to 
keep 
Lockheed 
from 


collapsing at least until 81 of the 
giant transports are delivered. 
If the firm should founder, the 
Air Force could be accused of 
bungling 
away 
additional 


billions. 


Others, 
however, 
have 


suggested that part of Lockheed 
be put in receivership and 
operated to meet Air Force 
needs. 


A less savory solution might 


be for the U. S. government to 
guarantee the bank loans to 
Lockheed, which would have the 
same effect as making a direct 
loan from the U. S. Treasury. 


Rep. William Moorhead, D- 


Pa., is fighting the $200 million 
outlay and will take it to the 
floor if necessary. More im- 
portantly, secret hearings have 
been held by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 


At one secret session on 


March 10, Sen. Harry Byrd, D- 
Va., 
asked Deputy Defense 


Secretary David Packard about 
the $200 million. When Packard 
hesitated Sen. Richard Sch- 
weiker, R-Pa., bored in on him. 
Under this assault, Packard 
made a grudging confession. 


The $200 million had been 


slipped into a $544 million 
general authorization request 
for C5A funds, he conceded. He 
finally went on to acknowledge 
that it was not part of the Air 
Force contract with Lockheed. 


Note: Packard is former 


chairman and chief executive 


officer of Hewlett-Packard Co., 
an electronic firm which has 
done millions of dollars worth of 
business over the years with 
Lockheed. He has put his stock 
in trust, but it will revert to him 
when he leaves the Pentagon. 
This same Packard has been 
instrumental in trying to line up 
financing that would save 
Lockheed. 


THE DOUGLAS STORY 


Supreme 
Court 
Justice 


William O. Douglas, an old 
grizzly bear of a man, now aging 
and 
ailing, 
showed 
poor 


judgment in his quest for money 
to keep up with his alimony. This 
has now made him vulnerable to 
impeachment charges. 


But Douglas's colleagues on 


the high court regard him with 
esteem and affection — and 
perhaps a trace of sorrow. 


His rugged individualism was 


forged, they suggest, in the 
snowy mountains and wild 
rivers of !us native Washington 
state. He came to know poverty 
and fear and, with an idealist's 
fervor, wanted to rid the world 
of them. 


There is sadness, too, at the 


Supreme Court over Douglas's 
troubles. He is amiable enough 
around his colleagues, talking in 
quick bursts about an infinite 
variety of subjects. But he also 
has a tendency to gaze out of his 
spring-lit window, deep in 
thought, looking beyond the 
budding branches into the past. 


They 
detect 
in 
him 
a 


loneliness that had led to 
emotional instability. His three 
divorces came, they say, during 
periods of moody despondency. 
After his fourth marriage, the 
last two to 23-year-old girls 
young enough to be his grand- 
daughters, outraged cries rose 
from ladies' sewing circles 
across the land. 


The financial cost of the three 


divorce settlements has added 
to the pressures upon a man who 
yearns to be free of the en- 
cumbrances of civili7dtion. The 
squeeze finally forced him to 
hire an aggressive agent to sell 
the jurist's writings and to 
promote his lectures. 


But his colleagues look beyond 


his romantic impudence and 
financial woes into the brilliant 
record of a great libertarian who 
joined the nation's highest court 
at age 40.

It has been 
the decisions of the Supreme 
Court which have so reduced the 
rights 
of law-enforcement 


personnel that the crime rate is 
spiralling upward. Defenders of 
human rights throughout our 
history have tried to point out 
that liberty is not without perils, 
fears, and dark hours, but these 
cannot be abolished by creating 
al all-powerful government. 


Dozens of "old" laws are 


broken every 
day without 


bringing much hardship on the 
lawbreakers. 
Under the 


Supreme Courts "ground rules" 
it is extremely difficult to 
convict anyone of anything. The 
cause is the leniency, per- 
missiveness, and pro-criminal 
attitude of the courts. 


Let's emphasize the need for 


preserving law and order by 
enforcing the laws we already 
have. Let us also try to revive 
self-reliance as an American 
way of life instead of looking to 
the government for bigger and 
better handouts.

peace officers do deserve and 
need your support.

Suggestions, Anybody? 


With weather cooperating — well, starting out in benign mood 
— Red Bluff had a spectacular and most enjoyable Round-Up and 
parade this past weekend. And we can all feei good about it, even 
though mo6t of us didn’t have much part in it except to share in the 
fun. But for those who did have a part in making the weekend the 
happy success it was, and for a lot of the rest of us who perhaps 
could have been a lot more help than we were, this might be a fine 
time to give a bit of thought to next year — while this year is fresh 
in mind.

WASHINGTON - The Pen 
tagon is trying to squeeze $200 
million from the American 
taxpayers to help bail Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation out of its 
disastrous C5A transport plane 
debacle. 
The money, buried in the 
fiscal 1971 budget, in an ant bed 
of figures, is intended to save a 
defense 
contractor 
from 
financial disaster. 
What makes the 1200-million 
pill tough to swallow is that the 
disaster was brought on by 
Lockheed's goofs, and an at­ 
tempted cover-up of a $2 billion 
overrun. 
Worst of all, there is talk that 
the $200 million is just the first of 
three installm ents that the 
taxpayer will be asked to pay for 
the monumental bungle. 
The Air Force and Lockheed 
are reaching into Uncle Sam’s 
pockets because the banks won’t 
bail out the company. Already, 
24 banks have refused Lockheed 
conventional loans 
The com­ 
pany, in any case, would have to 
pay the banks a ruinous 10 to 11 
per cent interest. 
Lockheed tried to justify the 
hush-hush $200 million “con­ 
tingency fund” by pointing to its

A less savory solutiqp might 
be for the U. S. government to 
guarantee the bank loans to 
Lockheed, which would have the 
same effect as making a direct 
loan from the U. S. Treasury. 
Rep. William Moorhead, D- 
Pa., is fighting the $200 million 
outlay and will take it to the 
floor if necessary. More im­ 
portantly, secret hearings have 
been held by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 
At one secret session on 
March 10, Sen. Harry Byrd, D- 
Va., asked Deputy Defense 
Secretary David Packard about 
the $200 million. When Packard 
hesitated Sen. Richard Sch- 
weiker, R-Pa., bored in on him. 
Under this assault, Packard 
made a grudging confession. 
The $200 million had been 
slipped into a $544 million 
general authorization request 
for C5A funds, he conceded. He 
finally went on to acknowledge 
that it was not part of the Air 
Force contract with Lockheed. 
Note: Packard is former 
chairman and chief executive 


officer of Hewlett-Packard Co., 
an electronic firm which has 
done millions of dollars worth of 
business over the years with 
Lockheed He has put his stock 
in trust, but it will revert to him 
when he leaves the Pentagon. 
This same Packard has been 
instrumental in trying to line up 
financing that would save 
Lockheed.

Supreme 
Court 
Justice 
William 0. Douglas, an old 
grizzly bear of a man, now aging 
and 
ailing, 
showed 
poor 
judgment in his quest for money 
to keep up with his alimony. This 
has now made him vulnerable to 
impeachment charges 
But Douglas’s colleagues on 
the high court regard him with 
esteem and affection — and 
perhaps a trace of sorrow. 
His rugged individualism was 
forged, they suggest, in the 
snowy mountains and wild 
rivers of his native Washington 
state. He came to know poverty 
and fear and, with an idealist’s 
fervor, wanted to rid the world 
of them. 
There is sadness, too, at the 
Supreme Court over Douglas’s 
troubles He is amiable enough 
around his colleagues, talking in 
quick bursts about an infinite 
variety of subjects. But he also 
has a tendency to gaze out of his 
spring-lit window, deep in 
thought, looking beyond the 
budding branches into the past. 
They 
detect 
in 
him 
a 
loneliness that had led to 
emotional instability. His three 
divorces came, they say, during 
periods of moody despondency. 
After his fourth marriage, the 
last two to 23-year-old girls 
young enough to be his grand­ 
daughters, outraged cries rose 
from ladies sewing circles 
across the lard. 
The financial cost of the three 
divorce settlements has added 
to the pressures upon a man who 
yearns to be free of the en­ 
cumbrances of civilization. The 
squeeze finally forced him to 
hire an aggressive agent to sell 
the jurist’s writings and to 
promote his lectures. 
But his colleagues look beyond 
his romantic impudence and 
financial woes into the brilliant 
record of a great libertarian who 
joined the nation's highest court 
at age 40. He has written more 
than 759 highly 
respected 
opinions. 
Meanwhile, the white-haired 
old jurist with the youthful spirit 
sloughs off the attacks — “After 
35 
years in politics, 
I've 
developed 
a good 
set 
of 
calluses,” he told a 
friend 
wearily — and dreams of the 
mountain-ringed wilderness 
There, he once wrote, “a man 
can find deep solitude and under 
conditions of grandeur that are 
startling, he can come to know 
both himself and God.”

Today 
is "Earth 
Day" 


throughout much of the nation, 
and in keeping with the ob- 
servance students at Mercy 
High School are conducting an 
"Environmental Teach-in," 
open to the public. 


One of the participants was to 


be Patrice Parker, who ex- 
pressed her views on the 
pollution of Earth 
in the 


following manner: 


Slowly but surely the more 


obvious 
aspects 
of 
en- 


vironmental deterioration are 
beginning 
to register 
on 


Americans After all, it is pretty 
hard to ignore the stench that 
exudes from most of our open 
bodies of water, or the tears 
streaming down our cheeks as 
we inhale the mixture of 
poisonous gases and solid 
particles that passes for air in 
many of our cities. 


One can no longer say that 


public attention has not been 
focused on the problems of 
pollution. Of course, focusing on 
the 
problems 
and 
doing 


something about them are two 
different things. We'll need 
action not words to stop the 
mindless polluting of our en- 
vironment. 


Now I'd like to hit on our four 


main problems which are air 
pollution, 
water 
pollution, 


pesticide 
poisoning 
and 


deterioration of land. 


AIR POLLUTION — The 


mixture of filth that is dignified 
with the label "air" in places 
like Los Angeles, St. Louis, and 
New York would not have been 
tolerated 
by citizens of those 


cities fifty years ago. But clean 
air gradually changed to smog, 
and nobody paid much attention. 
The smog came on slowly, and 
man, adaptable organism that 
he is, learned to live with it. 


Besides smog's affect on 


health and beauty the more 
important threat is the killing of 
plants, many of which have little 
resistance to smog. Remember, 
every plant that goes is one less 
contributor to our food and 
oxygen supplies. Yet even more 
important is smog's potential 
for changing the climate of the 
Earth. All of the junk we dump 
into the atmosphere, all of the 
dust, all of the carbon dioxide, 
have effects on the temperature 
balance of the Earth. 


Air pollution affects how much 


of the sun's heat reaches the 
surface of the Earth and how 
much is radiated back into 
space. It is this temperature 
balance that causes the changes 
in the atmosphere that we call 
"weather." At the moment we 
can't predict what the overall 
climatic results will be of our 
using the atmosphere as a 
garbage dump. We do know that 
very small changes in either 
direction in the average tem- 
perature of the Earth could be 
disasterous. With a few degrees 
of cooling, a new ice age might 
be upon us, with rapid and 
drastic 
effects 
on 
the 


agricultural productivity of the 
temperature regions. With a few 
degrees of heating, the polar ice 
caps would melt, perhaps 
raising the ocean levels to 250 
feet. 


In short, when we pollute, we 


tamper with the energy balance 
of the Earth. The results in 
terms of global climate and in 
terms of local weather could be 
catastrophic. Obviously we gain 
nothing 
by 
playing 
"en- 


vironmental roulette." 


WATER POLLUTION — On 


the subject of water pollution, 
I'll use one main example which 
will prove what can and will 
happen if we continue to use our 
lakes and streams as garbage 
dumps. 


My example is Lake Erie. We 


can now refer to this once 
beautiful lake as a septic tank — 
a stinking mess. Today, no one 
in his right mind would eat a 
Lake Erie fish — if one could be 
found Ships sailing in Lake Erie 
are being urged by the Public 
Health Service not to use lake 
water taken within five miles of 
the U. S. Coast for either 
drinking or cooking. The water 
is so full of filth and chemicals 
that 
not even boiling or 


chlorination will make it safe. 


Lake Erie is just one example 


of a general problem of pollution 
of lakes, rivers, and streams 
around the world. Many of the 
world's rivers are quickly ap- 
proaching the "too thin to plow 
and too thick to drink" stage — 
and carrying to the sea many 
dangerous 
compounds and 


chemicals. 
^'% 


The defltcriCtiqjh of Monterey 
' / 


Bay by industrial pollution was 
clearly evident in the decline in 
wildlife. . . The Johns-Manville 
chemical plant in Pittsburgh 
was shown on KRON TV's 
special on water pollution ac- 
companied by this narration: ". 
.. the State recently ordered the 
plant to stop dumping a million 
and a half gallons of factory 
waste a day into the bay but the 
company has two years in which 
to comply and its waste 
discharge flows unabated." 


In Humboldt County the 


planning department pipes its 
septic overflow directly into 
Eureka Slough. . . Eureka's 
sewage treatment plants are 
based on a system that hasn't 
been basically improved in one 
hundred years. . . (everything 
goes right into commercial 
oyster beds). Fort Bragg holds 
the dubious distinction of being 
the 
only 
community 
in 


California without a sewage 
treatment 
facility. 
Raw 


domestic waste is dumped onto 
a beach owned by a lumber 
company. 


Turn your stomach? It should. 


PESTICIDE POISONING — 


Now, 
to look at man's un- 


conscious and foolish poisoning 
of our land and animals. 
Pesticides contribute to the 
serious problems of general 
environmental pollution. They 
affect us in many ways such as 
killing plant life and marine life 
which produces oxygen and food 
for us daily. It may easily cause 
the rate of oxygen consumption 
to exceed the rate at which it is 
producted: a result of this would 
be a decrease in the amount of 
oxygen in our atmosphere. 


The dangerous think about 


pesticides is that we'll never 
know for sure what the long 
term effect is until the lorn: term 
is over. One prime example is 
DDT. DDT did the job of killing 
insects but along with the in- 
sects goes plant and animal life. 
The main thing is that DDT has 
such a dangerous, long term and 
spreading effect on every living 
thing — including human 
beings. We can't go on taking 
chances on dangerous pesticides 
such as DDT. Fortunately, DDT 
is 
slowly 
being 
banned 


throughout the country. One- 


major move among hundreds 
that we should be making in 
order to preserve our natural 
resources 


LAND DETERIORATION — 
Environmental changes con- 
nected with agriculture 
are 


often striking. Professor La 
Monte Cole recently said, "... 
even our own young country is 
not immune to deterioration. We 
have lost many thousands of 
acres to erosion and gullying, 
and many thousands more to 
strip mining. It has been 
estimated that the agricultural 
value of Iowa farmland, which is 
about as good as land as we have 
is declining by one per cent each 
year In our irrigated lands of 
the west there is the constant 
danger of salimzation from 
rising water tables, while 
elsewhere from Long Island to 
South California, we have 
lowered watered tables so 
greatly that in coastal regions 
salt water is seeping into 
aquifers. 
Meanwhile, 
an 


estimated 2,000 irrigation dams 
in the U. S. are now useless 
impoundments of silt, salt and 
gravel." 


It's safe to assume that our 


use of synthetic pesticides, 
already massive, will increase. 
In spite of much publicity, the 
intimate relationship between 
pesticides on the on* hand and 
environmental deterioration on 
the other is not often recognized. 


Whatever 
resources 
the 


wilderness holds will not sustain 
man from his old habits of 
growing and reaching without 
limits. 
Wilderness 
can, 


however, provide answers for 
questions that man has not yet 
learned how to ask. 


As Wallace Stegner put it, 


wilderness would remain part of 
man's geography of hope and 
could, 
merely 
because 


wilderness endured on the 
planet, prevent man's world 
from becoming a cage. 


I will end with a quote from 


Rene Dubos. "The surface of the 
earth is truly a living organism. 
Without the countless and im- 
mensely varied forms of life that 
the earth harbors, our planet 
would be just another fragment 
of the universe with a surface as 
drab as that of the moon and an 
atmosphere inhospitable to 
man." 


Man No Longer... 


In the end, there was the 


Earth, and it was with form and 
beauty. And man dwelt on the 
Earth, and h» said, "Let us build 
our dwellings in this land of 
beauty "And he built cities and 
covered the Earth with concrete 
and steel. And the meadows and 
trees were gone and man said 
"It is good." 


On the second day, man

But clean 
air gradually changed to smog, 
and nobody paid much attention. 
The smog came on slowly, and 
man, adaptable organism that 
he is, learned to live with it. 
Besides smog’s affect on 
health and beauty the more 
important threat is the killing of 
plants, many of which have little 
resistance to smog. Remember, 
every plant that goes is one less 
contributor to our food and 
oxygen supplies. Yet even more 
important is smog’s potential 
for changing the climate of the 
Earth. All of the junk we dump 
into the atmosphere, all of the 
dust, all of the carbon dioxide, 
have effects on the temperature 
balance of the Earth. 
Air pollution affects how much 
of the sun’s heat reaches the 
surface of the Earth and how 
much is radiated back into 
space. It is this temperature 
balance that causes the changes 
in the atmosphere that we call 
“weather.” At the moment we 
can’t predict what the overall 
climatic results will be of our 
using 
the atmosphere as a 
garbage dump. We do know that 
very small changes in either 
direction m the average tem­ 
perature of the Earth could be 
disasterous. With a few degrees 
of cooling, a new ice age might 
be upon us, with rapid and 
drastic 
effects 
on 
the 
agricultural productivity of the 
temperature regions. With a few 
degrees of heating, the polar ice 
caps 
would 
m elt, 
perhaps 
raising the ocean levels to 250 
feet. 
In short, when we pollute, we 
tamper with the energy balance 
of the Earth. The results in 
ternia of global climate and in 
terms of local weather could be 
catastrophic. Obviously we gain 
nothing 
by 
playing 
“ en­ 
vironmental roulette.” 


WATER POLLUTION — On 
the subject of water pollution, 
I’ll use one main example which 
will prove what can and will 
happen if we continue to use our 
lakes and streams as garbage 
dumps. 
My example is Lake Erie. We 
can now refer to this once 
beautiful lake as a septic tank — 
a stinking mess. Today, no one 
in his right mind would eat a 
Lake Erie fish — if one could be 
found. Ships sailing in Lake Erie 
are being urged by the Public 
Health Service not to use lake 
water taken within five miles of 
the U. S. Coast for either 
drinking or cooking. The water 
is so full of filth and chemicals 
that 
not 
even 
boiling 
or 
chlorination will make it safe. 
Lake Erie is just one example 
of a general problem of pollution 
of lakes, rivers, and streams 
around the world. Many of the 
world’s rivers are quickly ap­ 
proaching the “too thin to plow 
and too thick to drink” stage — 
and carrying to the sea many 
dangerous 
compounds 
and

PESTICIDE POISONING — 
Now, to look at man’s un­ 
conscious and foolish poisoning 
of our land and 
anim als. 
Pesticides contribute to 
the 
serious problems of general 
environmental pollution. They 
affect us in many ways such as 
killing plant life and marine life 
which produces oxygen and food 
for us daily. It may easily cause 
the rate of oxygen consumption 
to exceed the rate at which it is 
producted: a result of this would 
be a decrease in the amount of 
oxygen in our atmosphere. 


The dangerous think about 
pesticides is that we’ll never 
know for sure what the long 
term effect is until the long term 
is over. One prime example is 
DDT. DDT did the job of killing 
insects but along with the in­ 
sects goes plant and animal life. 
The main thing is that DDT has 
such a dangerous, long term and 
spreading effect on every living 
thing 
— 
including 
human 
beings. We can’t go on taking 
chances on dangerous pesticides 
such as DDT. Fortunately, DDT 
is 
slowly 
being 
banned 
throughout the country. One' 


major move among hundreds 
that we should be making in 
order to preserve our natural 
resources. 


LAND 
DETERIORATION 
— 
Environm ental changes con­ 
nected 
with 
agriculture 
are 
often striking. 
Professor 
La 
Monte Cole recently said, “ . . . 
even our own young country is 
not immune to deterioration. We 
have lost many thousands of 
acres to erosion and gullying, 
and many thousands more to 
strip mining. It has 
been 
estimated that the agricultural 
value of Iowa farmland, which is 
about as good as land as we have 
is declining by one per cent each 
year. In our irrigated lands of 
the west there is the constant 
danger of salinization from 
rising w ater tables, 
while 
elsewhere from Long Island to 
South California, we have 
lowered watered tables so 
greatly that in coastal regions 
salt water is seeping into 
aquifers. 
Meanwhile, 
an 
estimated 2,000 irrigation dams 
in the U. S. are now useless 
impoundments of silt, salt and 
gravel.” 
It’s safe to assume that our 
use of synthetic pesticides, 
already massive, will increase. 
In spite of much publicity, the 
intimate relationship between 
pesticides on the one hand and 
environmental deterioration on 
the other is not often recognized.

W ilderness 
can, 
however, provide answers for 
questions that man has not yet 
learned how to ask. 
As Wallace Stegner put it, 
wilderness would remain part of 
man’s geography of hope and 
could,

wilderness endured on the 
planet, prevent man’s world 
from becoming a cage. 
I will end with a quote from 
Rene Dubos. “ rhe surface of the 
earth is truly a living organism.

As Wallace Stegner put it, 
wilderness would remain part of 
man’s geography of hope and

w ilderness endured on the 
planet, prevent man’s world 
from 'becoming a cage. 
I will end with a quote from 
Rene Dubos. "The surf ace of the 
earth is truly a living organism 
Without the countless and im­ 
mensely varied forms of life that 
the earth harbors, our planet 
would be just another fragment 
off 'the 'universe with a surface as 
drab as that of the moon and an 
atm osphere inhospitable to 
man.”
